BATAVIA, Java, Jan. 27.—After an 
extremely violent explosion under the 
sea at the craters of the Krakatoa 
voleano, between Java and Sumatra, 
at 4 p. m. yesterday, a new island 
apeared in the strait near Krakatoa 
island. 

Thousand Flee Volcano. 
[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 

WELTEVREDEN, Java, Jan, 27.— 
[8:18 a. m.J—From the mountains 
overlooking the island studded waters 
of Sunda strait tens of thousands of 
terror stricken people are watching 
the eruption of the volcano of Kraka- 
toa. 

Thirty miles out in the middle of 
the strait, its flaming throats far be- 
low the level of the Indian ocean, the 
voleano is in eruption for the first 
time since the great disaster of 1883. 
Huge columns of steam rise from the 
sea. Fireballs of molten lava, ex- 
pelled from the crater at less than 
minute intervals with a roar like 
thunderclaps, keep the steam column 
under almost constant illumination 
for a mile into the sky. 

The natives have fled from the low- 
lands along the coast into the neigh- 
boring hills to avoid the possibility of 
tidal waves which cost 36,000 lives in 
1883. The city of Telokbetong, on the 
southerly tip of Sumatra, is almost 
depopulated, On Lang island, hardly 
a mile from the craters, the heat is 
intense.

This panel will be subjected to per- 
emptory challenges tomorrow, but it 
is thought these will be disposed of 
by the “hurry up” judge in. short 
order. 


Try to: Force Out New Judge. 

It was a day marked by the efforts 
of Judge Trabucco to whip up speed 
in selecting the jury and by the en- 
deavors of Hickman’s attorneys, Je- 
rome Walsh and Richard Cantillon, to 
emphasize in the minds of the possible 
jurors the importance of the claim of 
insanity as defense in crime. 

The first move of the defense this 
morning was to challenge Judge 
Trabucco’s right to hear the trial, on 
the grounds that the substitute judge 
had not been chosen by agreement be- 
tween district attornéy and defense 
counsel, but by thé presiding judge 
of the Superior court. Judge Trabucco 
crisply overruled the challenge and im- 
mediately slipped the machinery of 
law into high. 

The judge did most of the prelimi- 
nary questioning of talesmen himself, 
then turned them over to District At- 
torney Asa Keyes, and later 
defense.

teaching staff and students were under 
arrest. 

The director of the seminary took 
the matter coolly and advised the 
pups to do the same, but the more 
enthusiastic and younger men shouted, 
“Long live Christ the King!” 

Find Religious Propaganda. 

According to the statement of the 
police making the arrest, the priests, 
teachers and divinity students, when 
arrested, were wearing priestly gar- 
ments and other dresses, contrary to 
the law regulating procedure in 


and the seminary was the center of 
propaganda against the government,” 
said a member of the police. “The 
divinity and other students had a so- 
ciety organized for anti-government 
propaganda, and visited families all 
over the city. From the seminary they 
sent out other propaganda, which was 


closed, as it had become a menace 
to society. 

“ Students and members of the staff 
of the seminary printed and circulated 
throughout the city, suburban towns, 
and interior cities photographs of 
Catholics shot for the attempt on the 
life of Gen. Alvaro Obregon, accom- 
panying them with notes exciting the 
people to revolt against the govern- 
ment. This graphic propaganda is na- 
tion-wide. Numbers of these propa- 
ganda photographs fell into the hands 
of the police before they decided to 
close the seminary.

Toll in Chicago 
in Hundred Thousand. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 

Only 23 persons, a large percentage 
of whom were brought to local hos- 
pitals from other communities, died 
of typhoid fever in Chicago last year. 
| It is the best record in 60 years. Not 
| one person in 100,000 died of typhoid 
in each of the last two years in Chi- 
cago as compared with 173 and 124 in 
1891 and 1892 respectively. 

If typhoid deaths in Chicago last 
year had occurred at the 1993 rate. 
the 1927 ‘oll would have been 6,676 
instead of only 23. 

The diverting of Chicago's sewage 
from the lake into the drainage canal 
is largely responsibie for the saving 
of human life in thig city, health ex- 
perts say. No city of the United 
| States on the great lakes with 100,000 
population had such a low death rate 
‘from typhoid last year. Chicago has 
‘been the leader among these cities 
for the last two years in the saving of 
lives from typhoid. :
